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Hazards of Common 
Organic Solvents 


By H. P. QUADLAND, 


T IS rather common knowledge 
that gasoline is highly flam- 

mable and explosive. But the fire 
and explosion hazards of numerous 
other organic solvents are not so 
well known. These hazards must be 
recognized, if loss of life and prop- 
erty damage are to be prevented. 

Simply stated, the hazards in the 
use of the common organic sol- 
vents are: 

1. Fire and explosion. 

2. Toxicity. 

3. Bodily contact. 

The fire record for the last few 
years shows the following fires and 
losses (financial) due to flammable 
liquids:

Control 


Control of the fire hazards in the 
use of common organic solvents 
varies widely according to the rules 
and regulations usually set up by 
fire protection authorities and fac- 
tory inspection services. Detailed 
information on proper safeguards 
against fire are given in the “Table 
of Common Hazardous Chemicals,” 
published by the National Fire Pro- 
tection Association.

vents which offer the hazards of 
fire and explosion are: acetone, the 
alcohols, benzene (benzol), ben- 
zine, carbon bisulphide, Stoddard’s 
solvent, ethylene dichloride, gaso- 
line, naphtha, toluene, and turpen- 
tine. 

The solvents which are non-flam- 
mable and non-explosive, requiring 
no fire protection, are: carbon tet- 
rachloride, tetrachlorethane, and 
tetrachlorethylene (perchlorethy- 
lene) ; trichlorethylene is non-flam- 
mable at ordinary temperatures but 
will form explosive vapors at ele- 
vated temperatures under certain 
conditions.

All of the common organic sol- 
vents are toxic, if their vapors are 
breathed in sufficient concentra- 
tions, but all can be handled safely 
in large quantities in industry, 
where their toxic properties are 
recognized and their use is regu- 
lated by efficient ventilation and 
other mechanical controls. 

The only classification of the 
toxicity of the common solvents is

Eyes are Expensive Targets in 


By C. H. GALLAWAY, Safety Division, American Optical Company 


TATISTICS reveal that an- 

nually 2,000 eyes are blinded 
in industrial accidents. Even more 
startling, American industry loses 
or repairs 200,000 eyes a year! 
From any point of view, those fig- 
ures present a challenge to both 
management and labor. 

How much do these eye accidents 
cost industry? Some time ago the 
American Optical Company, a 
pioneer in the development and dis- 
tribution of industrial eye safety 
equipment, had an opportunity to 
analyze the cost records of 234,000 
compensable accidents. It was dis- 
covered that 5.31 per cent of the 
money had been paid out for eye 
accidents. In 1939, according to 
available statistics, accidents cost 
this country $600,000,000—enough 
money to build 100 submarines or 
15 aircraft carriers. So—if we ap- 
ply the 5.31 per cent against this 
amount, we find that approximately 
$31,860,000 is paid out yearly to 
cover the cost of eye accidents. 

This amount, incidentally, is a 
very conservative estimate. The 
National Safety Council and the 
National Society for the Preven- 
tion of Blindness compute the net 
cost of industrial eye accidents to 
be in excess of $50,000,000 annual- 
ly. 

Another interesting fact was re- 
vealed by the analysis of the 
234,000 compensable accidents, The 
average compensation and medical 
cost for an eye injury is $343. This 
compares with $194 for all other 
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accidents. A cynical employer 
might well say to himself: “Well, 
if we have any accidents this year, 
here’s hoping they’re not eye in- 
juries.” 


Eye Accidents Costly 


Even a minor eye accident, which 
keeps a worker idle for half a day, 
is costly. Recently a safety engi- 
neer figured that such an injury 
costs an average of $14.60 in un- 
productive time, idle machine 
charges and first aid attention. The 
irony of this lies in the fact that a 
good pair of safety goggles can be 
purchased for $1.75, whereas a pair 
of blinded eyes may cost up to 
$27,600 in compensation, depending 
on the state in which the accident 
occurs. As for the unfortunate 
worker who loses his sight, com- 
pensation, no matter how large, is 
a poor exchange for vision. 

Our entry into the war made it 
imperative that production of war 
goods be increased—that manpow- 
er be conserved. Eye accidents not 
only cost money—they decrease the 
flow of vital military products and 
hospitalize our industrial workers 
—the soldiers of production. It is 
up to management and labor to co- 
operate in a broad, comprehensive 
program of safety precautions to 
solve the eye-accident problem. 


Eye Survey Essential 


Such a program should include a 
plant survey by experts in the field

We prove it day in and day out, 
at peace or in war. But there is a 
great difference between the dis- 
ciplined courage of troops facing 
a foreign foe and the heedless risk- 
taking that is characteristic of 
workers and management in many 
of our industrial plants. 

Without absolving the rank and 
file altogether, it is universally 
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agreed among safety men that safe- 
ty measures must begin at the top. 
Management must supply the plan 
and the initial impetus. This is just 
as true of the smaller plants where 
presumably the “boss” is in close 
touch with the workers in his shop 
as it is of larger concerns where 
personnel administration is highly 
specialized, 


Who Is Affected 


Today many of these smaller 
shops are engaged in war produc- 
tion for Uncle Sam, work that gen- 
erally is subject to the Walsh- 
Healey Public Contracts Act if the 
contract exceeds $10,000. In addi- 
tion to its minimum wage, over- 
time compensation, and child labor 
provisions, this Act requires that 
goods furnished the Government be 
manufactured or handled under 
safe and sanitary conditions. 

Consequently, employers who are 
subject to the Act will want to 
know what safeguards inspectors 
will look for and, equally impor- 
tant, what steps the average con- 
cern can take to assure compliance 
with these requirements. Here are 
some suggestions that employers 
have found helpful. Individual 
readers, familiar with their own 
layouts, will have to supply the 
emphasis and the detailed, on-the- 
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spot application of these general 
principles. 

First, search for fire and explo- 
sion hazards, remembering that 
proper construction with fire resist- 
ant materials alone, does not pro- 
tect against danger from fire. There 
are plenty of buildings where in- 
adequate fire control equipment, 
bad “housekeeping,” and a general 
lack of watchfulness have turned 
sound structures into potential fire 
traps,

See to it that the physical condi- 
tions in your plant are as good as 
you can make them and then see 
to it that they are kept that way. Of 
course, this will involve employee 
cooperation and perhaps the selec- 
tion of a safety committee, or at 
any rate the naming of one indi- 
vidual whose job it is to promote 
good housekeeping. And it stands 
to reason that the employer who 


is safety-minded himself is best 
equipped to spread this gospel to 
supervisors and foremen. 


Ventilation 


Good housekeeping and proper 
ventilation will go far toward curb- 
ing explosion hazards, which are so 
widespread. Carry off all combus- 
tible gases and vapors. And don’t 
forget that most solvents will burn 
and their vapors will explode if 
mixed with air. Bear in mind that 








the fine dust of any material that 
will burn can also form an explo- 
sive mixture with air. 

Injuries caused by machinery are 
numerous—most of them are seri- 
ous, The incidence of permanently 
disabling accidents is very high 
among men who operate circular 
saws, wood shapers, wood jointers, 
metal squaring shears and power 
presses.

ployers throw up their hands and 
say “it can’t be done.” 


Three Principles 

It can be done, however, for in 
virtually every industry there are 
many plants that have practically 
eliminated machine injuries. They 
did so largely by following three 
basic principles. 

First, find ways of feeding the 
machine that do not require the 
operator to reach into the danger 
zone. 

Next, cover up the danger zone 
so well that the operator cannot 
reach into it. 
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And finally, arrange the guard 
so that the operator cannot remove 
or disconnect it. 

Easier said than done? Yes; 
guards must be well designed and 
constructed and carefully adjusted 
to the work in hand. But if this 
safety gospel is followed the re- 
wards will be great and there will 





be little if any reason for employ- 
ers to complain that guards inter- 
fere with production.

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Paint Spotlights Hazards 


“Three-dimensional” painting has 
come to improve safety and effi- 
ciency in airline maintenance oper- 
ations. 

The new painting system, devel- 
oped by duPont, has been adopted 
by United Air Lines for all shops 
along its system, with the initial 
use in the machine shop of United's 
central maintenance base at Chey- 
enne, Wyo. There, according to 
Foreman Al Hufmeyer, “it really 
is doing a job.” 

Adoption of the paint method is 
in accordance with United Air 
Lines’ general program of im- 
proved maintenance and _ safety 
methods — improvements which 
have been accelerated to keep pace 
with the increased tasks of war- 
time air transportation. 

Simply stated, “three-dimension- 
al” painting is the use of various 
colors of paint on various parts of 
machines to produce the best light

reflection qualities, to emphasize 
safeguards and to “spotlight” 


points of operation. 


Light Buff Used 


In its machine shop, United has 
adopted light buff color for points 
of operation, such as control lev- 
ers and moving parts. Horizon gray 
has been used for other parts of 
the machine, such as the main body 
and sections removed from the 
worker’s immediate point of ope1 
ation. International orange has 
been applied to safety devices, such 
as belt and gear guards. In addi- 
tion, United has used a white paint 
for the ceilings and walls of its 
machine shop down to a point four 
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feet above the floor. Gray is used 
from that point to the floor, The 
floor itself has been painted light 
gray with a non-skid paint as an- 
other safety feature. 

According to Hufmeyer, greater 
operating efficiency and accuracy, 
less eye fatigue and fewer acci- 
dents are some of the benefits al- 
ready noted as a result of the new 
painting system, 

But what about so much light 
buff paint on the machines? How 
are the light parts kept clean? 

“There’s a psychological reac- 
tion there,” says Hufmeyer. “Ma- 
chinists are mighty proud of their 
new paint jobs and, actually, our 
machines are much cleaner than 
ever before.” 

Guide on Weight 
Lifting Available 


Material handling—whose 
smooth functioning is essential to 
capacity production—has long been 
the foremost source of work in- 
juries in manufacturing. Strains, 
sprains, and hernias, incurred in 
manual lifting and carrying, loom 
large among such injuries both in 
number and seriousness. Laying 
workers up for 7 to 19 weeks, these 
injuries create a serious produc- 
tive-time loss, a loss which could 
be largely eliminated by proper 
handling practices and methods. 

Acting on widespread requests 
from industry, organized labor, 
and government-contract agencies, 
the U.S. Department of Labor’s 
Division of Labor Standards last 
winter called together a group of 
safety experts, plant physicians and 
personnel officers to consider prac- 
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tical methods for preventing in- 
jury to workers engaged in the 
handling of heavy weights. A 
pamphlet, “A Guide to the Elmina- 
tion of Weight-lifting Injuries,” 
just published as the Division’s 
Special Bulletin No, 11, embodies 
their recommendations,

Intoxicated Employee Gets Compen- 
sation 


®" This case has to do with the effect 


of intoxication upon the right of 
an employee to have compensation 
for injuries sustained as approximate 
result of the intoxication. 

Perlman, Black and _ defendant 
Ryan, were employees of plaintif 
company. The company had called a 
meeting of the salesmen at Minneapo- 
lis. Perlman and Black lived in Mil- 
waukee, and drove to Madison to pick 
up Ryan. They arrived about 6 A.M., 
and started for Minneapolis about 
7 A.M., Black driving and Ryan sitting 
beside him in the front seat. They 
stopped on the way and both Black 
and Ryan drank some whiskey. They 
stopped at another point on the way 
and ordered some more _ whiskey. 
Perlman left them, thinking that 
Ryan and Black would follow him, but 
after waiting for a half hour, returned 
to the tavern and found that Ryan and 
Black were still drinking. He then 
left for Minneapolis by himself, and 
from there Black and Ryan drove on 
in the general direction of Minneapo- 
lis. On the way they stopped and had 
some more drinks. Their recollections 
were hazy as to what subsequently 
occurred. With Black driving, the car 
left the road and Ryan was injured. 

It is claimed that this is a case of 
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willful intoxication, and that under 
the circumstances the injury must be 
considered to have been intentionally 
inflicted, and further, that at the time 
of injury, neither Ryan or Black 
were in the performance of services 
growing out of their employment, or 
connected therewith, and that the ac- 
cident did not arise out of their em- 
ployment. 

The Court held that Ryan’s in- 
juries were not “intentionally self 
inflicted” so as to preclude compensa- 
tion; that because of his intoxication 
he was in no condition to act for his 
own safety when he entered the auto- 
mobile and proceeded with an intoxi- 
cated driver to the city specified as 
the location of the called meeting 
for the employees, 

Claim allowed subject to 15% pen- 
alty against the claimant as approxi- 
mately contributed by his intoxication.

Test of Liability Where Employee 
Loaned to Another 

" The deceased was a regular em- 
ployee of the Kendall Hardware 
Mill Supply Company, at its store in 
Marshall, Michigan, receiving fifteen 
dollars ($15.00) per week for such 
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employment. Prior to May 20, 1941, 
the defendant sold Emmett Lee, a 
farmer, a water pump, which it had 
previously purchased from the manu- 
facturer, Fairbanks Morse & Com- 
pany. The defendant also sold to Lee 
a tank and pipe with which Fairbanks 
Morse & Company had no connection. 
Mr. Lee installed the pump but was 
unable to make it develop more than 
one-half of its ratio capacity. This 
fact was made known to representa- 
tives of both the above companies. 
Fairbanks Morse & Company selected 
a man named Camp and the Hard- 
ware Mill Supply Company sent 
the deceased as a helper. During the 
progress of the work, Allen, the help- 
er, was fatally injured. The principal 
question for determination is whether 
the relationship of master and servant 
existed between Kendall Hardware 
Mill Supply Company and Allen or 
between Fairbanks Morse & Company 
and Allen. The ultimate test is, 
“whose” is the work being done? In 
determining whose work is_ being 
done, the question of the power to 
control the work is of great import- 
ance. 

The Court held that Fairbanks 
Morse & Company were in direct 
charge of the work upon the pump, 
and that Allen was sent as a helper 
for Camp, who was hired by the 
Fairbanks Morse & Company, and 
that Allen, as a helper, was ert the 
supervision and control of Camp, its 
employee, and under such circum- 
stances, found that Allen temporarily 
ceased to be in the employ of the 
Hardware Company. Where one hires 
or lends his servant to another for 
some particular work, and resigns 
full control over said servant while 
he is performing that work, the serv- 
ant ceases for the time to be the serv- 
ant of the original master, and becomes 
a servant of the party to whom he is 
hired or lent, and in determining whose 
servant he was, the test is, “who” 
had the right to control him? 

Claim allowed as against Fairbanks 
Morse & Company.

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Injury Resulting from Voluntary 
Act of Co-Employee Help Within 
Scope of Employment 

" For several days prior to October 
22, 1940, Mrs. Beulah Heim was 
employed as a waitress in a restau- 
rant owned and operated by Stone- 

Brady, Inc., in the city of Miami. 
Victor M. Cassimas was employed as 
a night manager. The claimant re- 
ported for duty about 7:00 A.M., and 
complained of a “crick” in her neck, 
when the night manager manipulated 
claimant’s neck by snapping it and 
jerking her head in an effort to snap 
the “crick” out of her neck, and in 
so doing, seriously injured the claim- 
ant’s neck and spinal column, and 
thereby disabled her for an indefinite 
period. It is shown that Cassimas 
owned no interest in the business, and 
was an employee hired to look after 
the money, make coffee, etc. He was 
without authority to employ or dis- 
charge waitresses. He volunteered his 
services in an effort to remove the 
“crick” in the neck of the claimant. 
There is evidence to show that the 
claimant could better discharge her 
duties as a waitress if the “crick” 
were removed from her neck. The 
company claims that the injury did 
not arise out of or in the course of 
employment, but resulted from the 
unauthorized acts of a volunteer for 
which the employer should not legally 
be bound. 

The Court held that the claimant 
received her injuries which arose out 
of and in the course of her employ- 
ment, and that the casé is governed 
by the opinion in the following cases.

Allen et al, 145 Fla. 733.

Flury in “Toxicology and Hygiene 
of Industrial Solvents.” 

Some solvents, including ethyl 
alcohol, the pure compounds of the 
benzine (not to be confused with 
“benzene,” also known as “ben- 
zol’’) series, and probably acetone, 
though dangerous if their vapors 
are breathed in high concentra- 
tions, may be considered harmless 
as health hazards under ordinary 
conditions of industrial use. 

A second group may cause sec- 
ondary reactions within the body, 
but the damage done, when not so 
severe as to be quickly fatal, is 
normally repaired by the body. 
With illnesses caused by these sol- 
vents recovery is the rule and 
permanent disability is rare. The 
majority of the organic solvents, 
including carbon _ tetrachloride, 
trichlorethylene, and the amyl com- 
pounds, belong to this group. They 
must be considered toxic but, when 
properly handled, are not hazard- 
ous. 

A third group consisting of sol- 
vents may cause secondary effects 
which, even when not fatal, may be 
irreparable. Illnesses caused by 
these solvents, which include 
methyl alcohol, benzol, and carbon 
bisulphide, may result in perma- 
nent disability. They should be con- 
sidered highly toxic and must be 
handled with the greatest of care 
under the proper controls.

| "Safety Courts" Reduce 
| Accident Toll 


Safety rule violators are tried 
and “sentenced” in unique “safety 
courts” which helped Schenley Dis- 
tilling Company to operate nearly 
two million man-hours’ without 
lost-time accidents. 

Employees of the Schenley com- 
pany’s George T. Stagg plant, who 
have won three national awards 
and citations for exceptional safe- 
ty records, have developed the 
highly-effective tribunals as a key 
part of a program which has re- 
sulted in a minimum loss through 
accidents of vital man-hours in a 
24-hour-day, seven-day-week sched- 
ule of production of alcohol for use 
in smokeless powder, synthetic rub- 
ber and other war materials. 

“Tf an accident occurs through 
violation of one of our plant safety 
rules, the violator is brought before 
a safety court composed of three 
plant supervisors and one employee 
representative,’ explained Albert 
B. Blanton, plant manager. “Usual- 
ly a reprimand is all that is neces- 
sary, but a more severe penalty can 
be meted out if the court feels it 
is needed.” 

It hasn’t been necessary to con- 
vene the court for nearly a year 
anda half 

“The fact that the court hasn’t 
been in session for so long speaks 
well for employee co-operation in 
our safety program,” said Blanton. 
“And I don’t think there will be 
any necessity for a court session in 
the critical days ahead. Workers 
realize lost time can not be re- 
gained.” 

Blanton also listed five rules, ap- 
plicable to almost any industrial 
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plant, which have helped in the 
estabishment of the enviable safety 
records here: 

1. Walk, don’t run on the job. 

2. Where necessary, wear ap- 
proved safety shoes. 

3. On jobs where there is danger 
of accidents to eyes, safety goggles 
or an approved eye shield must be 
worn. 

4. Don’t wear loose or baggy 
clothing. 





5. Every accident must be re- 
ported, regardless of the severity. 

Following these rules and others 
ipplicable particularly to distilling 
operations, employees rolled up a 
record of 1,835,248 
without a lost-time accident. Bronze

Safety Regulations for Drill- 
Press Operators 


Twelve regulations for safe op 
eration of drill presses are con 
tained in a small pamphlet pre 
pared for distribution by foremen 
to drill-press operators at General 
Electric’s Schenectady Works. One 
of the regulations, aimed specifical- 
ly at the elimination of one of the 
most common of industrial acci 
dents among the fair sex, warns 
girls that “Hair nets, snoods, or 
caps must be worn so that the hair 
will not catch in spindles or re 
volving tools.” 

The front of the pamphlet car- 
ries the admonition: “If you don't 
know the safe way, stop and find 
out. It’s a lot easier to do things 
right than wrong—and a whole lot 
safer.” The twelve regulations, ap- 
proved by the Works’ Safety Com 
mittee, are as follows: 


Before Starting Drill Press 


1. If there are red, green, or yel 
low tags on the machine, do 
not move the control handle or 
switch. 

2. Use the method prescribed by 
your foreman when lifting jig 
or work to bedplate. 

3. Work should be blocked or 
clamped securely before start- 
ing to drill. 

4. Remove all drift pins and 
chuck wrenches before starting 
spindles.

Goggles and_ safety shoes 
should be worn to. protect 
against flying chips (eye haz- 
ards) and material falling 
from bedplates (toe hazards). 
6. Drill-press operators should 





not wear finger rings, loose 
sleeves, neckties, gloves, or 
wrist watches. Hair nets, 
snoods, or caps must be worn 
so that the hair will not catch 
in spindles or revolving tools. 

7. Use proper feeds and speeds. 

8. Before attempting to replace a 
driving belt, be sure the motor 
is shut off.

9. Keep your drill lubricated. If 
drill should burn, it might 
break. 

10. If drill sticks in work, do not 
attempt to start the drill with 
hand while motor is still run 
ning. Shut off the motor first.

RE water coolers luxury items? The W PB, in Limitation Order 
| , ; 
Number 38, says they are. Industry say they are not. Let’s look 


at the facts. First, it is generally agreed that ample drinking water 






















is one of the prime necessities of life. Space here is too limited to 
recite all the physiological reasons therefor, so let us just consider 
the value of pure water, at correct temperatures, to the industrial 
worker. And then let us consider the value of water coolers to industry 


and, therefore, the war production. 


Enlightened management knows that a return to the former water 
drinking habits is costly to the worker’s health. With a source of 
drinking water far from the job location, workers either do not get 
sufficient water intake to keep their physical well being up to par or 


they take so long going to and from the fountain that a sizable part 





of the productive day is lost. If ten minutes, three times a day, is spent 
getting a drink, that adds up to a half hour. And that is about 7 per 


cent of the day. 





Water coolers, advantageously placed, will eliminate much of this 
waste. We don’t beheve that, under the present stringency of critical 
materials, there should be the unlimited manufacture of water coolers, 


but that they should be available to high priority plants seems just 





good business. The nation is bemoaning the prevalence of absenteeism. 
Plants send out investigators to find out why Mary Smith is not at 
work, but WPB does nothing about the waste (and, therefore, lost) 
man hours within plants themselves and to curtail “within the plant” 
absenteeism. Make water coolers hard to get but, for goodness’ sake,
